In  presenting  my  Annual  Report,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  a  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  and  at  the 
same  time  a  low  mortality  from  zymotic  disease,  notwithstanding  epidemics  of  Scarlatina,  Measles  -  and  Whooping-cough 
have  been  very  prevalent  throughout  the  district. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  were  192  (viz. 
estimated  population. 


94  males  and  98  females)  being  at  the  low  rate  of  under  I3'3  per  1,000 


403  births  (212  males  and  191  females)  were  registered,  being  at  the  rate  of  nearly  28  per  1,000,  the  natural 
increase  of  population  for  the  year  being  2x1,  and  37  children  under  1  year  died,  or  9  out  of  every  100  born,  being  below 
the  average. 

Although  145  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred,  only  3  deaths  were  registered,  or  just  over  ’2  per  1,000,  but  4  deaths  from  Measles,  10 
from  Whooping  Cough,  and  2  from  Influenza  were  registered,  bringing  up  the  mortality  from  Infectious  Diseases  of  all  kinds  to  144  per  1,000. 
Two  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  (not  zymotic)  were  also  regisered.  The  deaths  were  75  less  than  in  1892,  and  this  decrease  is  chiefly  in  the  first 
quarter,  for  while  109  deaths  were  regis  ered  in  the  first  3  months  of  1892,  only  56  were  registered  in  1893.  This  shows  how  fatal  the  epidemic 
of  Influenza  was,  and  how  necessary  it  is  that  an  infectious  disease  as  fatal  almost  as  an  outbreak  of  Cholera,  should  be  guarded  against  by 
every  possible  Sanitary  precaution.

95  deaths  were  registered  during  1&93  (40  males,  and  55  females),  being  at  the  rate  of  just  over  127  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  while  200  births  were  recorded  (103  males  and  97  females),  being  at  the  rate  of  26  per  1,000  nearly.  The 
natural  increase  of  population  was  105,  and  22  infants  died,  being  I  tin  every  100  births.  3  deaths  from  notifiable  diseases, 
being  at  the  rate  of  '4  per  1,000  population  ;  there  were  also  7  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  2  Measles,  and  1  Influenza, 
the  total  mortality  from  infectious  disease  being  l-5  per  1,000.  Of  the  deaths  30  occurred  in  the  1st,  27  in  the  2nd,  18  in 
3rd,  and  20  in  the  4th  Quarter. 


Two  deaths  were  those  of  non-residents,  and  one  death  occurred  in  1892,  but  was  registered  in  1893.  The  large 
number  of  7  deaths  from  injury  were  registered  ;  without  these  the  mortality  would  have  been  exceptionally  small,  only 
just  over  11  per  1,000.

97  deaths  were  registered  during  1893  (54  males  and  43  females),  being  at  the  rate  of  just  over  I4'X  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  while  203  births  (109  males  and  94  females)  were  reported,  being  at  the  rate  of  nearly  30  per  1,000  estimated 
population.  The  natural  increase  of  population  was  106,  and  only  15  infants  died,  being  in  the  very  low  ratio  of  7-5  per 
100  births.  There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  disease,  and  only  24  cases  were  notified,  and  the  only  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases  were  :  4  deaths  from  Measles,  3  from  Whooping  Cough,  and  1  Influenza,  being  under  12  per  1,000 
estimated  population.

and  infection,  and  is  uninfluenced  by  insanitary  or  climatic  conditions.  While  acknowledging  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease  I  would  insist 
on  the  fact  that  there  are  cases  constantly  occurring  in  Rural  districts,  which  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  theory  that  the  disease  can 
origina'e  de  novo  under  favouring  conditions  of  heat,  and  m  usture,  addei  to  defective  smitary  arrangements,  and  often  we  find  sore  throats 
preceding  and  accompanying  out ureaks  of  Diphtheria,  and  undistinguishable  from  the  driin-throat  from  defective  drainage. 

Membranous  Croup,  one  case  in  the  Wimborne  district.  No  local  cause  could  be  ascertained. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Three  cases,  and  one  death,  were  reported.  There  was  no  connection  traceable  between  these — one  case  was  attended 
by  amidwife  (died),  and  one  by  a  Medical  Man  in  the  Wimborne  district,  and  one  by  a  midwife  in  the  Cranborne  district  (recovered). 

Frysipel'is. — 1 1  cases  in  the  Wimborne  and  2  in  the  Cranborne  district.  The  cases  were  isolated  ones,  and  two  attacks  were  reported 
in  the  same  patient. 

Measles. — Have  been  very  prevalent,  especially  in  the  Cranborne  district,  where  4  deaths  occurred,  and  2  in  the  Wimborne  division. 

Whooping  Cough,  is  responsible  for  7  deaths  in  Wimborne  and  3  in  Cranborne.  It  was  very  widely-spread  through  the  district  and 
continued  for  a  long  time.  Fortunately  the  warm  spring  and  summer  had  a  good  effect  in  mitigating  the  violence  of  the  disease. 

Influenza  has  appeared  from  time  to  time,  but  was  of  a  milder  type,  and  only  two  deaths  were  caused  by  it.  There  are  signs,  however,  of  a 
recrudescence  of  the  disease  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

General  Remarks. 

Besides  the  necessary  visits  to.  the  many  cases  of  notifiable  disease,  and  special  inspection  of  the  localities  attacked,  the  officers  have  been 
busily  engaged  in  a  house-to-house  inspection  of  a  great  part  of  the  District,  and  attention  has  been  specially  directed  to  the  town  of  Cranborne. 

I  have  on  former  occasions  reported  on  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  stream  running  through  the  place,  and  many  of  the  privies  which  emptied 
into  it  direct  have  been  converted  into  earth-closets,  but  during  the  last  few  years  several  water-closets  have  beei  constructed  in  connection 
with  new  houses  and  allowed  to  empty  directly  into  the  stream.  In  the  summer  the  stream  is  often  dry,  and  last  year  and  this  the  stench  was 
most  offensive,  the  bed  of  the  stream  being  nothing  better  than  an  elongated  cesspool.  Various  attempts  have  been  made  to  remedy  the  state 
of  things  but  have  all  fallen  through.  The  nuisance  is  caused  by  some  half-dozen  people,  and  I  have  strongly  advised  them  in  the  interest  of  the 
ratepayers  to  convert  their  water-closets  into  earth-closets  where  they  cannot  provide  proper  cesspo  >Is,  and  I  would  even  suggest  the  expense 
should  be  borne  by  the  town  as  the  only  other  alternative  would  be  an  expensive  system  of  drainage  which  would  be  ruinous  to  the  people. 

House-to-IIouse  Inspection. 

Summary. — Over  2,000  houses  and  premises  have  been  inspected  and  reported  on  to  the  Authority,  and  the  Nuisances  have  been  abated 
or  the  work  is  now  in  hand.

Many  samples  of  water  have  been  examined  and,  where  considered  doubtful,  samples  have  been  sent  to  the  County  Analyst. 

I  hope  the  Board  will  take  into  consideration  the  enormous  amount  of  work  done  by,  and  the  heavy  expenses  incurred  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  and  will  encourage  a  most  active  and  able  officer  by  increasing  his  salary. 

In  conclusion  I  would  report  the  condition  of  the  district  generally  to  be  satisfactory,  and  that  I  trust  the  epidemic  of  Scarlatina  has  now 
eased. 
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WIMBORNE  URBAN  SANITARY  AUTHORITY— 

During 893,  46  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District,  and  8  in  the  Union 

Deducting  5  deaths  of  persons  coming  to  the  District  in  ill-health,  and  adding  2  deaths  of  Wimborne,  persons  in  the  Workhouse  this 
would  give  43  as  the  correct  number,  and  estimating  the  population  at  3,600,  would  give  the  low  rate  of  11  95  per  1,000  per  annum. 

The  Births  registered  were  104—53  males,  and  51  females,  being  at  the  rate  of  29  per  1,000  estimated  population,  and  the  natural 
increase  of  population  would  be  50,  including  all  the  deaths  in  the  district,  or,  taking  the  corrected  number,  61,  while  the  deaths  of  infants 
would  be  at  the  low  rate  of  77  per  1,000  born. 

The  Death-rate  will  compare  favourably  with  that  of  any  other  town  in  the  county,  and  is  much  below  the  average,  while  the  mortality 
from  notifiable  disease  is  also  very  low,  only  one  death  from  Erysipelas,  and  a  death  of  a  child  from  continued  Fever  (cerebro  spinal)  being 
registered,  the  only  other  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  being  3  deaths  from  Influenza.

,  c  Notification  of  Diseases  Act. — Only  28  cases  of  notifiable  disease  occurred  during  the  year,  and  13  of  these  were  cases  of  Erysipelas,  r  case 
of  Small-pox  occurred  to  a  vagrant  passing  through  ;  he  was  isolated  at  the  Workhouse  Fever  Hospital,  and  no  other  case  occurred 

Notwithstanding  the  prevalence  of  Scarlatina,  only  9  cases  occurred  in  five  houses,  and  in  two  cases  the  infection  was  clearly  imported. 
In  the  others,  the  source  could  not  be  clearly  ascertained.  In  no  case  did  the  disease  spread  beyond  the  house,  and  in  only  two  instances  did 
more  than  one  case  occur  in  the  same  house. 

A  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Old  Road,  and  a  fatal  case  of  continued  Fever  (cerebro-spinal)  were  reported  to  you,  and  your  attention 
called  to  the  condition  of  the  drain  running  down  that  road.  Three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  of  a  mild  type,  and  a  case  of  continued  Fever 
were  notifie  1  in  the  East  Boro,  and  were  reported  on.  The  drainage  had  become  blocked,  and  been  opened  up  and  cleaned  iust  Dreviouslv' 
and  this  seemed  the  most  likely  cause  of  the  outbreak.  * 

In  conclusion,  I  would  report  the  District  generally  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  Old  Road 
and  Grove  Road,  and  recommend  the  earth-closet  system  for  the  latter,  and  the  Supply  of  the  Company’s  Water  as  desirable.
